“I’ve got 

nothing to say on it,” 
MacKay said when asked if

“No I can’t,” he then fol¬ 
lowed when asked if he 
could say if there were ne¬ 
gotiations going on with 


the McCartney camp. 

“Any discussions with 
artists always have to re¬ 
main 100 per cent confi¬ 
dential until something is 
really done. 

“There’s nothing done 
that I’m aware of.” 

In April 2008, MacKay 
confirmed he was in nego¬ 
tiations with McCartney’s 
tour director and produc¬ 


tion manager for a concert 
in late June or early July of 
that year. 

That concert never ma¬ 
terialized, however, be¬ 
cause MacKay said at the 
time there wasn’t enough 
time to put it together.

Halifax Common site, 
where the Rolling Stones 
played to 50,000 fans in 
September 2006.

Body found at school treated as suspicious

The body of an adult 
woman was found beside 
a Halifax P-9 school yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

Halifax Regional Police 
said a staff member at 
St. Patrick’s-Alexandra 
discovered a woman 
shortly after 2 p.m. while 
the school was still in ses¬ 
sion. 

The body was found in a 
six-foot deep window well 
that runs along the side of 
the building. 

Police arrived on scene 
and helped shuffle the 
students at the primary- 
to-Grade 9 school out the 
back door. 

Police said the victim 
has not yet been identi¬ 
fied. 

They also didn’t know if 
the death was a murder or 
accidental, but said it is 
being treated as suspi¬ 
cious until there is reason 
to believe otherwise. 

“All we have right now 
is that the person who 
called in reported a body 
being on the ground suf¬ 
fering from apparent in¬ 
juries,” said police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter. 

“We’re in the early 



stages of our investiga¬ 
tion. We don’t have fur¬ 
ther information than 
that.” 

Though initially called 
in by a staff member as a 
report of an injured 
woman, police said they 
don’t know if she was 
alive at the time of being 
discovered. 

She was deceased upon 
their arrival. 

One area resident said 
she was amazed that inci¬ 
dents involving the 
trench didn’t happen 
more often. She said chil¬ 
dren routinely play 
around the well, which is 
nicknamed “the dun¬ 
geon.” 

“There’s been concerns 
from me for years,” said 
the woman, who wouldn’t 
give her name. 

“My kids grew up 
around here. I used to be 
scared to death they’d fall 
down there. Anybody who 
fell down there you 
wouldn’t get out unless 
you were about eight feet 
tall. 

“It’s a very dangerous 
spot.”

Tories propose RESP tax credit

savings The Conservatives 
promised to help parents 
save up to $88 per year to¬ 
wards their children’s edu¬ 
cation. But the value of the 
announcement was ques¬ 
tioned by opposition par¬ 
ties. 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald announced yesterday 
his government would pro¬ 
vide a non-refundable tax 
credit of up to $1,000 to par¬ 
ents investing in an RESP 
for their children. That 
works out to a maximum of 
about $88 per year. The to¬ 
tal cost to the province 
would be $350,000 per year. 

“When you’re ... saving 
for a young child’s educa¬ 
tion, every dollar counts,” 
MacDonald said. 

Energy Minister Barry 
Barnet went a step further, 
saying the $88 per year 
could be the difference be¬ 
tween whether or not a 
child can attend university. 

“And $88 is a lot of mon¬ 
ey to many people. And 
sometimes it makes the dif¬ 
ference between whether 
somebody can or can’t go to 
a post-secondary educa¬ 
tion,” Barnet said. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 


McNeil scoffed at that state¬ 
ment. He said the people 
who would benefit from 
the tax credit are primarily 
those who can afford to 
send their children to col¬ 
lege or university. 

“When it comes to access¬ 
ing education it’s not the 
children whose family has 
an extra thousand dollars to 
set away for an $88 tax 
credit that it will make a 
difference to them going or 
not going,” McNeil said. 

The Liberal leader also 
said more assistance needs 


to be given to people who 
cannot afford post-sec¬ 
ondary education. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Students also criticized 
the plan, saying it would 
“do very little to curb stu¬ 
dent debt, improve access 
for low- and middle-income 
students, or address out-mi¬ 
gration of Nova Scotia’s 
youth.” 

MacDonald said the tax 
credit is just one of several 
programs his government 
supports to ease tax burden 
on citizens. 


NDP aims 
to raise 
equity tax 
credit

business NDP Leader Dar¬ 
rell Dexter promised to 
raise the Nova Scotia Equi¬ 
ty Tax Credit from 30 to 35 
per cent yesterday, a prom¬ 
ise that would cost the 
province $1 million. 

He made the announce¬ 
ment at Jane’s on the Com¬ 
mon, a north end Halifax 
restaurant whose owner, 
Jane Wright, benefited 
from the tax credit when 
she began her business. 

“The Equi¬ 
ty Tax Cred¬ 
it is helping 
other entre¬ 
preneurs 
write their 
own inspir¬ 
ing stories,” 
Dexter Dexter said. 

“But we’ve 
got to do more in an 
economic climate where it 
has become harder to gain 
traditional investments, 
especially when jobs must 
be a priority.” 

Introduced in 1994, the 
program currently offers a 
30 per cent tax credit for 
small and medium sized 
Nova Scotia businesses, 
and a second 20 per cent 
credit if they invest again 
after five years. 

Dexter said the tax cred¬ 
its leveraged almost $19 
million of new capital for 
Nova Scotia businesses in 
2006. 

“The program is to try to 
get people to invest in a 
Nova Scotia company 
rather than, say, buy 
stocks of a company on 
Bay Street in Toronto,” 
Wright said. “It worked 
well. I raised money and I 
was able to open a 
business with no debt.”

“The dolphin is a symbol 
of good luck to those who 
go to sea, so we decided that 
would make an ideal fig¬ 
ure,” Merriam said, glanc¬ 
ing at a six-foot splatter- 
painted porpoise standing 
on its tail.

HRM draft budget 
follows green theme

When Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality’s draft budget is 
handed out at tonight’s city 
council meeting, the num¬ 
bers will be broken down on 
environmen¬ 
tally friendly 
CDs instead of 
printed on 
bundles of 
wasted paper. 

“We’re actu¬ 
ally putting 
our budget on 
CDs this year, 
following the 
green theme,” chief admin¬ 
istrative officer Dan English 
said yesterday of the city’s 
proposed fiscal plan for 
2009-10. “But we will have 
the full budget documents 
for those who require 
them.” 

Besides emphasizing the 
municipality’s move toward 
sustainability, English said 
the new budget also encom¬ 
passes council’s key “focus 
areas,” which include trans¬ 
portation, infrastructure, 
public safety, community 
planning, as well as gover¬ 
nance and communications. 

“There are certainly tran¬ 


sit enhancements in the 
budget,” he said. But that 
won’t include the Bedford 
fast-ferry, which has been 
delayed for a year. 

English said the munici¬ 
pality is only tabling the 
budget this evening with 
“some high level overview, 
like what’s 
driving our 
cost pres¬ 
sures.” The 
actual debate 
will likely 
start May 26 
and English 
hopes to see a 
vote June 2. 

He prom¬ 
ised the budget will be bal¬ 
anced, services will be main¬ 
tained, the tax rate won’t in¬ 
crease, no layoffs are expect¬ 
ed and “it’s not a recession 
budget, by any means.” 

“It’s a budget that I be¬ 
lieve will build in contingen¬ 
cies, should we feel the ef¬ 
fects of the global recession 
next year,” he said. 

But he admitted there is 
less of an increase this year 
than in 2008-09, adding the 
budget takes advantage of 
stimulus money coming 
from the provincial and fed¬ 
eral governments for infra¬ 
structure.

Man pleads guilty to killing woman, cutting up her body 


trial After Warren Patrick 
White pleaded guilty yes¬ 
terday morning in St. 
John’s to killing Amanda 
Power and cutting up her 
body last year, the brother 
of the deceased woman 
tried to jump over a court¬ 
room seat to get at White. 

The man was restrained 


by others, including family 
members who also shed 
tears during the court ap¬ 
pearance in Newfoundland 
Supreme Court. 

White, 35, pleaded guilty 
to charges of second-degree 
murder and performing an 
indignity to a dead body. 

According to an agreed 


statement of facts, White 
and Power got into an argu¬ 
ment at their apartment in 
St. John’s over money and 
other household issues. 
White then strangled Pow¬ 
er and pulled her body to 
the bathroom where he cut 
up the body. 

On June 6, 2008, neigh¬ 


bourhood children playing 
in the area found Power’s 
torso stuffed in a suitcase 
in the backyard of the 
house that contained the 
apartment Power and 
White shared. Justice 
James Adams has set June 
23-26 for a sentencing hear¬ 
ing.

A 56-year-old man has been 
charged after police said a 
dog owner stabbed another 
dog several times then 
threatened a couple walk¬ 
ing on a trail in 
Dartmouth. 

Const. Brian Palmeter of 
HRP said yesterday a man 
and his wife were walking 
their St. Bernard with a 
leash through a trail from 
Princess Margaret 
Boulevard towards Wind¬ 
mill Road in Dartmouth at 
3:10 p.m. Saturday. 

Police then said another 
dog — a yellow Labrador 
that was off-leash — 
approached the St. Bernard 
and jumped on him. Police 
say the man who owns the 
St. Bernard tried to control 
the yellow lab to prevent it 
from hurting his dog. 

That’s when police said 
the man who owned the 
yellow lab appeared hold¬ 
ing a knife and stabbed the 
St. Bernard “multiple 
times.” Police also said the 
man threatened the 
couple. 

“The couple didn’t see 
him initially when they 
first saw the dog,” Palmeter 
said. “He showed up with a 
knife in his hand and pro¬ 
ceeded to stab the dog mul¬ 
tiple times.” 

The couple called police. 
Officers arrested a suspect 
walking his dog about 10 
minutes later. He has been 
charged with cruelty to ani¬ 
mals, possession of a 
weapon and uttering 
threats. He will appear in 
Dartmouth provincial 
court at a later date. 

Palmeter said the 
stabbed dog received 
veterinary care for what is 
believed to be non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Palmeter said officers 
walked the suspect’s dog 
back to its nearby home af¬ 
ter the incident. 

“It sounds like it all hap¬ 
pened pretty quickly,” Pal¬ 
meter said. “We’ve done 
our bit and now it’s being 
followed up by animal con¬ 
trol.”

Sachin Aggarwal, deputy 
chief of staff to Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff, 
was in Toronto visiting his 
mother on Mother’s Day 
when news of the surprise 
Tamil protests began to 
emerge. 

As a key player in the 
Liberals’ outreach efforts, 
Aggarwal is no stranger to 
the demonstrators who 
have been raising the 
alarm for weeks in Toronto 
and Ottawa about the cri¬ 
sis in Sri Lanka. 

Ignatieff and other Lib¬ 
eral MPs had met with 
members of the Tamil 
community during one of 
their demonstrations on 
Parliament Hill on April 
21. 

Hearing that thousands 
of angry protesters had 
taken to Toronto’s streets, 
Aggarwal, Kunal Parmar 
and others on Ignatieff’s 
staff closely monitored the

situation as the day wore 
on. 

When the protest lead¬ 
ers lost control of the 
crowd on Sunday night 
and demonstrators unex¬ 
pectedly surged on to the 
city’s Gardiner Express¬ 
way, the situation turned 
explosive. About 11:30 
p.m., Aggarwal’s worried 
assistants put him in touch 
by telephone with Siva Vi- 
mal, a university student 
who often speaks for the 
demonstrators. 

Aggarwal expressed 


hope that the marches 
could be kept peaceful. But 
Vimal told him that it had 
reached a point where the 
police were demanding 
that the Tamils leave the 
Gardiner or be forcibly re¬ 
moved. 

“What is it that you 
want?” Aggarwal asked, 
and was told the Tamils 
were demanding action on 
economic and diplomatic 
sanctions against the Sri 
Lankan government. 

In response, Aggarwal 
read out Ignatieff’s public 
statement on April 21. In 
it, the Liberal leader ex¬ 
pressed concern about the 
deaths of thousands of 
civilians in Sri Lanka and 
called on the United Na¬ 
tions to appoint a special 
representative to facilitate 
an immediate ceasefire in 
that country’s armed con¬ 
flict. 

Vimal expressed appreci¬ 


ation of Ignatieff’s stance 
but wanted to know if the 
Liberals would do more. 
Without making specific 
commitments, Aggarwal 
said he expected his party 
to keep speaking out in 
Parliament about human 
rights issues in Sri Lanka. 

On the street, word that 
political leaders were re¬ 
sponding to the protesters’ 
concerns appeared to 
break the stalemate, and 
the demonstrators left the 
Gardiner. 

NDP Leader Jack Layton, 
told reporters he was also 
communicating by phone 
and email with protesters 
and the authorities to try 
to bring the situation to a 
peaceful end. 

In the Commons, Inter¬ 
national Co-operation Min¬ 
ister Bev Oda praised Lay- 
ton for his efforts on Sun¬ 
day night.

Canada to use cellphones 
for Afghan propaganda 


military Canada plans to 
boost its propaganda reach 
by tapping into mobile 
phones in Afghanistan to 
send text messages, run 
contests and drive listeners 
to its military-run, Pashto- 
language radio station.

It 
will also let Afghans send 
text to a radio station set 
up by the military,

Web obsession led to savage murder 


A German man was found 
guilty yesterday of the sav¬ 
age murder of a British 
man whose girlfriend he 
became obsessed with af¬ 
ter they met on a website. 

David Heiss, 21, stabbed 
Matthew Pylce 86 times in 
a brutal attack after travel¬ 
ling from Germany and 
forcing his way into the 
couple’s flat in the English 
city of Nottingham. 

Before he died following 
the attack in September 
last year, the court heard 
that Pylce, 20, had man¬ 
aged to write “Dav” — the 
first three letters of Heiss’s 
name — on the side of his 
computer using his own 
blood. 

Heiss was given a life

prison sentence and told 
he would serve at least 18 
years in jail. 

The court heard that 
Heiss had become infatuat¬ 
ed with Pylce’s girlfriend 
Joanna Witton through a 
war games website the 
couple ran together from 
their flat. 

He began bombarding 


Witton with messages of 
love, visited the couple 
twice and pestered them 
until finally they blocked 
him from their website. 

Just days before the mur¬ 
der, he sent an email to 
Pylce saying he had “some¬ 
thing I would like to give 
to you.” 

“It was an act that was 
born out of obsession and 
hatred in equal measure,” 
said prosecutor Shaun 
Smith. 

“ft was obsession for 
Joanna Witton and hatred 
for Matthew, because he 
was Joanna’s boyfriend.” 

Heiss flew over from his 
home in Frankfurt and 
made his way to the cou¬ 
ple’s home. He waited un¬ 


til Witton had left for work 
before forcing his way in 
and launching a ferocious 
attack on Pylce. He re¬ 
turned back to Germany 
the next day. 

Detective Chief Insp. 
Tony Heydon said the bru¬ 
tality of the attack and the 
clinical planning involved 
had made it the most har¬ 
rowing case he had investi¬ 
gated. 

“Heiss had become so be¬ 
sotted with Joanna that he 
decided to plan Matthew’s 
murder several days, if not 
weeks, in advance,” he 
said. 

“In my view, David Heiss 
is the most callous, cold- 
hearted individual I have 
dealt with.” reuters

IRAN U.S.-born journalist Rox¬ 
ana Saberi walked free yester¬ 
day after an Iranian appeal 
court cut her eight-year jail 
sentence for spying to a 
suspended two-year term. Her 
release resolved a case that 
had added to strains on U.S.- 
Iranian relations, at a time 
when U.S. President Barack 
Obama is seeking to reach out 
to Tehran after three decades 
of mutual mistrust.

“The 
shooter is a U.S. soldier and he 
is in custody," said Marine 
Corps Lieut. Tom Garnett, a 
U.S. military spokesman in Iraq. 
U.S. officials plan to charge the 


shooter later today. 

AMBUSH Maoist rebels killed 14 
police in an ambush in a central 
Indian jungle, officials said yes¬ 
terday, the latest in a string of 
rebel violence that has marred 
part of India's general election. 
Police said the rebels triggered 
blasts and shot at a security 
convoy that was searching for 
rebels on an intelligence tip but 
which turned out to be a trap. 

ENERGY Norway opened a 560- 
kilometre “hydrogen highway” 
yesterday with more than a 
dozen hydrogen-powered cars 
rallying along a scenic route be¬ 
tween its capital city Oslo and 
North Sea oil hub Stavanger. 
Norwegian oil and gas produc¬ 
er StatoilHydro has built several 
hydrogen filling stations 
between the two places to cater 
for cars with fuel-cells that gen¬ 
erate electricity from a chemical 
reaction between hydrogen 
and oxygen.

NHL to Hamilton makes more sense than others

Of course Gary Bettman is 
negative on the idea of an 
NHL franchise in Hamil¬ 
ton. The commissioner has 
staked his reputation on 
an ill-considered expan¬ 
sion into U.S. markets 
where hockey has trouble 
competing with high 
school football. 

Like George W. Bush’s 
invasion of Iraq, 
Bettman’s obsession 
has nothing to do with 
reality. Others casually 
dismiss Hamilton for busi¬ 
ness reasons, arguing the 
city’s weak economy 
and lack of cor¬ 
porate pow¬ 
er — the 
kind that 
coughs 


up buckets o’ cash for sea¬ 
sons’ tickets, private boxes 
and flagrantly overpriced 
food and drink — wouldn’t 
profitably sustain a team. 
Even Ron Joyce, the co¬ 
founder of Tim Hortons 
Inc., whose corporate 
headquarters are in nearby 
Oakville and a man who 
ought to know better, 
thinks a Hamilton fran¬ 
chise has but a 10 per cent 
chance of success. 

Joyce has obviously had 
one Timbit too many. The 
business case behind Jim 
Balsillie’s drive to move an 
NHL team to Hamil- 
^ ton depends 
not on what’s 
in Hamilton, 
H m but what’s 
around it. 
Given that 
the steel in- 
f dustry has 
all but shut 
down, 



Hamilton proper is endur¬ 
ing a serious recession. But 
remember that Balsillie’s 
Waterloo-based Research 
In Motion corporate head¬ 
quarters is exactly one 
hour away from Hamil¬ 
ton’s Copps Coliseum, the 
putative home of his new 
team. If that’s the effective 
radius of Hamilton’s area, 
the team can count on sup¬ 
port from any or, more 
likely, all of the following 
areas: Burlington, 

Oakville, Cambridge, 
Kitchener, Guelph, Water¬ 
loo, Milton, Brampton, 
Mississauga, St. 

Catharines, and even 
Wayne Gretzky’s home¬ 
town, Brantford. 

In all, these communi¬ 
ties and surrounding areas 
have more than 2.2 million 
people, a substantial pro¬ 
portion of whom are pas¬ 
sionate hockey fans. 
Greater Phoenix, home of 
the Coyotes that Balsillie 
covets, has 3.8 million peo¬ 
ple, most of whom think

high sticking has some¬ 
thing to do with flypaper. 

But as wise heads point 
out, pro hockey franchises 
need big companies with 
money to spend. Not 
counting Mississauga, the 
communities around 
Hamilton boast 16 Finan¬ 
cial Post Top 500 head of¬ 
fices, including two of the 
most viable remnants of 
Canada’s auto industry in 
the form of Ford and Toy¬ 
ota. If you add in Missis¬ 
sauga, you have another 26 
or so Top 500 head offices 
to draw on. 

To be sure, there are fi¬ 
nancial questions about a 
Hamilton NHL team, such 
as how much it would take 
to expand Copps Coliseum 
and buy off the big losers 
in the relocation — Toron¬ 
to’s Maple Leafs and Buffa¬ 
lo’s Sabres. Overall viabili¬ 
ty, however, isn’t one of 
them.

Most working-age women 
in the United States have 
too little health coverage, 
and often forgo needed 
care because of cost, U.S.

“More families are mak¬ 
ing difficult choices be¬ 
tween needed health care, 
making payments on mort¬ 
gages or credit card debt, 
and purchasing basic ne¬ 
cessities,” said Karen 
Davis, president of the 
Commonwealth Fund, a 
private health policy group 
that conducted the re¬ 
search. 

The Commonwealth 
Fund team said rising 
health costs hit women 
harder because they have 
lower average incomes and 
spend more on health care 
than men, and because 
they use the health system 
more often than men. 

It found that 70 per cent, 
or 63.8 million, working- 
age women are uninsured,

When do I begin 
charging the new harmo¬ 
nized tax and how does it 
affect my business?

Beginning July 1, 
2010, businesses 
must collect the 
combined GST and RST 
(Harmonized tax) on most 
products and services at a 
rate of 13 per cent. On¬ 
tario joins several other 
provinces such a New¬ 
foundland and Labrador, 
New Brunswick, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia that cur¬ 
rently administer a harmo¬ 
nized tax. 

Currently in Ontario, 
many businesses collect an 
eight per cent provincial 
sales tax on tangible per¬ 
sonal property, excluding 
exempt goods and most 
services. The RST collected 
is then remitted to the 



province less a small com¬ 
mission to the business. 
Most businesses also col¬ 
lect on behalf of our feder¬ 
al government, five per 
cent GST on many goods 
and services but can claim 
an Input tax credit. 

The recent Ontario budg¬ 
et proposes to combine 
both taxes (eight per cent 
PST and five per cent GST) 
and have it administered 
by the federal government. 
For most Canadians, this 
will be a 13 per cent hit to 
the poclcetboolc. Next sum¬ 
mer’s real estate transac¬ 
tions will be hit particular¬ 
ly hard, including new 
home purchases, commer¬ 
cial rents, real estate com¬ 
missions, legal fees and 
yes, accounting and tax 
work. 

To ease the hardship for 
individuals, the federal 
government will send a 
$1,000 cheque to many 
Canadians. 

Many businesses may 
reap benefits because of 
the harmonization, how¬ 
ever individuals will not. 
Our government may try 
to convince individuals of 
the benefits of harmoniza¬ 
tion, but you don’t have to 
be an accountant to figure 
out. “It will cost me more 
money at 13 per cent than 
at five per cent.”

Pack up your worries 

Travel insurance can ensure your trip runs smooth 



ravel insurance is 
top of mind these 
days. Whether it’s 
your vacation, 
your health or 
your luggage, having in¬ 
surance, and more impor¬ 
tantly having the right 
type, is as essential as 
packing your passport. 

Finding out what type of 
coverage you already have 
is the first step. Research 
the details of your home¬ 
owner’s insurance and 
your existing health-care 
policy. Then contact your 
credit card company to 
find out if they offer insur¬ 
ance perks for situations 
such as lost or delayed bag¬ 
gage, trip cancellation or 
accidental death. From 
here, consider which of 
the following options are 
best for you. 

Trip Cancellation and 
Interruption Insurance 

This coverage is de¬ 
signed to help you get 
money back when you 
need to cancel your trip or 
if your tour company goes 
under. Just to be clear 
though, this type of insur¬ 
ance will likely only cover 
cancellations in the case of 
unforeseen events such as 
illness, a missed flight, a 
natural disaster or the trav¬ 
el provider filing bankrupt¬ 
cy. 

Base the need of this in¬ 
surance on the cost of your 
ticket or trip. If you are fly¬ 
ing from Vancouver to Cal¬ 
gary, you can likely forego 
it. If you are taking an ex¬ 
pensive, trip of a lifetime 
Safari, then buy insurance. 
And look for a policy that 
will cover you returning 
home early if there is a 
problem once you reach 
your destination. 

Baggage Insurance 

Although airlines are li¬ 
able for lost or damaged 
luggage, what they offer 
you will likely not cover 
what is lost. The limit for 
lost, delayed, or damaged 
baggage is $3,000 per pas¬ 
senger on a domestic flight 
and about $450 per bag for 
an international flight. If 
you do want extra insur¬ 
ance, travel experts sug¬ 
gest asking the counter 
agent for “excess valua-

tion.” This provides you 
with up to $5,000 addition¬ 
al coverage, at a rate of 
about $1 per $100 in value. 
Excess valuation is not ad¬ 
vertised; you’ll have to ask 
about it. 

Health-care Insurance 

Many people make the 
very big mistake of assum¬ 
ing that, while travelling, 
their medical needs will be 


covered by their existing 
health-care insurance. If 
you are travelling outside 
of your own country, 
check your policy. If you 
are not covered, be sure to 
purchase medical insur¬ 
ance. Also buy a policy that 
covers “medical evacua¬ 
tion and repatriation” in¬ 
surance. In other words, if 
you are sick or injured 
while in another country, 
you will be treated, stabi¬ 
lized and then flown back 
to your own country. 

A Final Note 

Be sure to buy all of your 
insurance through third- 
party insurers rather than 
travel agents or cruise 
lines. The reason is simple 
— if your travel company 
goes bankrupt, they won’t 
have the money to pay out 
the insurance. 

Knowing you’ve covered 
your bases will make you a 


more confident traveller.

There are some sizable 
holes in the lineup of 
Canada's reigning senior 
women's soccer 
champions. 

Halifax City Pacifico — 
previously named Salty’s 
— kicks off the Nova Scotia 
Soccer League Premiership 
season on Sunday without 
Nlcem Ezurilce, Katie 
Prowse, Sarah d’Apollonia, 
Melissa Gaudet and Erica 
and Mary Beth Bowie. 

The six all-star calibre 
talents combined for 15 of 
City’s 25 goals last summer 
and played key roles in the 
club’s run to the Jubilee 
Trophy in St. John’s, N.L., 
last October. 

Prowse and Mary Beth 
Bowie, both former win¬ 
ners of the league’s Golden 
Boot award as top goal 
scorer, are taking the sum¬ 
mer off. Ezurilce and 
Gaudet are ineligible to 
play until August as mem¬ 
bers of the provincial 
Canada Games team. 

“We’re certainly differ¬ 
ent from last year,” said 
City head coach Carl 
Hayre. “We’ve lost some 
key players, but we’ve 
picked up some key play¬ 
ers. We’ll take the season 
as it comes but by provin¬ 
cials, I think we’ll be our 
strongest.” 

Newcomers include Ot¬ 
tawa Gee Gees standout 
Alex Persichino, Cape Bre¬ 
ton Capers all-Canadian 
Hannah Abenheimer and 
Sharon Cummings from 
the Canadian Forces ranks. 

Returnees such as all- 
star defender Ally Read, a 


seven-year veteran, have 
seen turnover like this be¬ 
fore. 

“It’s nothing new,” said 
Read, who has won gold, 
silver and bronze medals 
at nationals. “Rather than 
look at it as a series of loss¬ 
es, you have to take the 
group of girls that is here 
and look at everyone as a 
positive addition. If you 
don’t, you’ll perpetually be 


looking at every team as an 
empty roster.” 

Perhaps the biggest 
boost will come in August 
when Ezurilce — a national 
under-17 team star who 
scored twice in the Jubilee 
Trophy final — and Gaudet 
rejoin the team. 

That should help Halifax 
City peak at the right time. 
That’s what happened last 
year.

The Award of Distinction 
is meant to publicly recog¬ 
nize the talent of emerging 
artists, as well as grow the 
municipality’s permanent 
public art collection, says 
its website. 

The artists’ works are be¬ 
ing showcased at city hall 
and is open to the public 
every Wednesday from 7 
p.m. to 9 p.m. until June 17. 
The works of the winner 
and the two honourable 
mentions will be pur¬ 
chased by the city to be dis¬ 
played in public locations 
across the municipality. 

Murphy (BD 1992) says 
that because artists are of¬ 
ten working in the studio, 
“it is nice to get some sort of 
external review or external 
comment on your work.” 

Daniel Hutchinson (MFA 
in Fine and Media Arts, 
2008) is also up for the 
award. Hutchinson teaches

one day a week at NSCAD 
and helps run its summer 
program. 

He feels “extreme excite¬ 
ment” over getting his 
work out to a larger and 
different audience. “City 
hall as an exhibition venue 
is an unusual place to have 
an art opening,” he says. 

Hutchinson praises 
NSCAD for the effect it’s 


had on him. “There’s such 
a wealth of information 
that was given to me over 
my two years here. It con¬ 
tinues with my involve¬ 
ment now.” 

When Murphy first start¬ 
ed studying at NSCAD, he 
knew he had made the 
right decision. “I kind of 
felt it was where I be¬ 
longed.” 


It felt like a community 
and not just because of its 
size, he says, but because 
“there was some sense of 
common purpose.” 

Speaking of the school, 
Jonathan Johnson (BFA 
2004) says “art is on the 
mind all the time. You talk 
art, you live art, you eat 
art.” He’s also on the short 
list. 


Johnson says one of the 
good things about the 
award is that it allows 
artists to meet other artists 
and see what they’re do¬ 
ing. 

“They’re living right in 
your community and 
they’re probably working 
in a studio not far from 
you, but you don’t have 
the chance to meet them.” 


King's alumnus Nichol honoured with top award

The University of King’s 
College’s alumni of the 
year wound up at the 
school by accident. Ottawa 
native Michael Nichol ar¬ 
rived in Halifax in 1966 to 
start his commerce degree 
at Dalhousie University. 

“First of all, I enjoyed the 
idea of being 1,000 miles 
away from anybody I 
knew. Number two, I’d 
never heard of King’s Col¬ 


lege,” he admitted of his 
trip east. “I’d been accept¬ 
ed at the University of 
Western Ontario ... but I 
was more impressed by 
Dal’s reluctant acceptance 
of me.” 

He arrived with a suit¬ 
case and the hope of find¬ 
ing accommodation. The 
Dal residences were full, so 
he wandered in search of a 
room. “Finally, an old secu¬ 
rity guard looked over at 
me and said, ‘Why don’t 
you go over to King’s Col¬ 
lege? They’ve always got a 


room over there.’” 

He took his advice and 
was immediately smitten 
by the campus. He never 
formally became a King’s 
student as King’s didn’t of¬ 
fer the business courses he 
needed, but he stayed on 
the King’s campus. Last 
week, his life-long devo¬ 
tion was honoured with 
the Judge J. Elliott Hudson 
Distinguished Alumnus 
Award. It recognizes his 
“invaluable” contributions 
to community and profes¬ 
sion. 


“Most persons can imag¬ 
ine my emotions on receiv¬ 
ing this award from my fel¬ 
low alumni. It’s a compli¬ 
ment of the highest order,” 
he said from his Ottawa 
home last week. 

Nichol started his career 
as a financial adviser with 
Merrill Lynch before join¬ 
ing Wood Gundy, rising to 
vice-president in 1990. 

“I have been fascinated 
by stock markets — by 
markets of all sorts — 
since I was 11,” he said. His 
father, a doctor, would of¬ 


ten discuss the market 
with visiting friends. “One 
day I looked up at my fa¬ 
ther and said, This is 
easy.’” His father called his 
bluff and offered him his 
baby bonus account, start¬ 
ing his investing career. Of 
the current turmoil in the 
financial world, he re¬ 
mains phlegmatic: “In a 
market economy, surprise 
is the norm.” 

Nichol was also recog¬ 
nized for his charitable 
work as a patron with the 
Community Foundation of

Ottawa Carleton and serv¬ 
ice with the Salvation 
Army. 

Retirement remains a 
distant horizon for Nichol.

With spring in full swing, 
the sun marks the start of 
patio season for some but 
allergy season for many 
others. 

Between 20 and 30 per 
cent of Canadians have a 
genetic predisposition to 
developing an allergic dis¬ 
ease, according to Dr. Peter 
Vadas, director of the Aller¬ 
gy and Clinical Immunolo¬ 
gy division at St. Michael’s 
Hospital in Toronto, Ont. 

“For those who grow up 
in a certain part of the 
world — if they’ve grown 
up in southern Ontario, for 
example — they’ll typically 
start to develop their aller¬ 
gies in late childhood into 
early teen years,” said 
Vadas, “They typically in¬ 
tensify over their teenage 


years, into the young adult 
years, and then stabilize.” 

Tree pollens in early 
spring, grass pollens in late 
spring and outdoor molds 
on damp, humid days are 
the most common kinds of 
spring-specific allergies, 
said Vadas. But he contends 
running noses and watery 
eyes shouldn’t stop allergy 
sufferers from enjoying 
spring weather. 

“We all want to be out¬ 
doors in the nice weather,” 
said Vadas, “If people keep 
their doors and windows 
closed during the pollen 
season and run the fan on 
the air conditioner — not 
necessarily the compres¬ 
sor if it’s cooler — then 
that will help to clean the 
air as it’s being pulled in¬ 
doors.” 

If such pollen prevention 
doesn’t work, Vadas recom¬ 
mends over-the-counter an¬ 


tihistamines bearing a 
“non-drowsy” label to treat 
allergies. While more ex¬ 
pensive, he said they have 
fewer side effects than 
“drowsy” ones. 

“If a person’s symptoms 
don’t respond well to anti¬ 
histamines, then they can 
consult a physician and try 
prescription eye drops and 
nose sprays, which also 
work very well.” 

But chemical drugs only 
cover up problems rather 
than solve them, according 
to registered holistic aller¬ 
gist Eioise O’Ball of Vancou¬ 
ver’s Pacific Allergy & Well¬ 
ness. She said natural meth¬ 
ods like needle-less biofeed- 


baclc testing that uses a ma¬ 
chine to open the body’s 
“meridians” to clear aller¬ 
gen blockages alternatively 
gets to the root of problems 
by responding to the body’s 
“innate wisdom.” 

“I see many people and 
they’re breathing easier, 
eating the foods that used 
to bother them and their 
rashes clear up,” she said, 
“Many symptoms just seem 
to fall by the wayside once 
their immune system has 
been freed of whatever al¬ 
lergen it is.” 

But if you can’t consult a 
holistic practice, O’Ball said 
consuming less caffeine 
products like coffee, tea 


and chocolate can help pre¬ 
vent spring allergies. 

“Caffeine stimulates his¬ 
tamine in the body and his¬ 
tamine is what gives the 


swelling of the allergic reac¬ 
tion. By decreasing your 
caffeine level, you will de¬ 
crease one of the areas of 
the allergic response.”

Green Day was never sup¬ 
posed to be one of the 
biggest bands in the 
world. The trio’s apathetic 
songs about suburban life 
— smoking weed, 
boredom, self-loathing — 
backed by simple chord 
progressions that any mid¬ 
dling guitar player could 
have created, were never 
good enough to see the 
outside of a garage. 

But, the band’s songs 
were unbelievably infec¬ 
tious and, if the ’90s proved 
anything, it’s that there was 
a market in talentless rock¬ 
ers playing for apathetic, 
pot-smoking suburban 
teens. So, in hindsight, it’s 
really no surprise that three 
punlc-loving losers from 
California became the 
biggest mid-’90s band, sell¬ 
ing 15 million copies of 
their third album, Dookie. 

There’s no way Green Day 
should still be one of the 
biggest bands in the world, 
though, and, if you said in 
1994 that not only would 
they be selling out arenas in 


2009, but that they’d be do¬ 
ing it singing deadly seri¬ 
ous, politically charged 
songs about war and urban 
decay, you’d be laughed 
right out of the room. 

The band should have 
broken up in 2000, before 
they released Warning. By 
that time the group was 
selling a couple of million 


albums per disc — not bad, 
but no where near Dookie’s 
figures — and Britney 
Spears was about to peak. 

It would have been the 
perfect time for Billie Joe 
Armstrong, Mike Dimt and 
Tre Cool, to throw in the 
towel. Their musical legacy 
wouldn’t have loomed as 
large as Nirvana’s, but plen¬ 


ty of people had some 
laughs, and a few sore 
throats, thanks to the trio’s 
lyrics and incredibly catchy 
pop-punlc melodies. 

But then something hap¬ 
pened. America went to war 
and millions of U.S. citizens, 
including Green Day, began 
wondering how their coun¬ 
try lost its way. 


The band was inspired. So 
much so that its members 
wrote an ambitious Who- 
lilce rock opera, American 
Idiot, about the evils of war, 
rednecks and former U.S. 
president George W. Bush’s 
politics. Shockingly, it sold 
12 million records world¬ 
wide and put Green Day in 
the same class of socially 


conscious musicians like 
The Clash and Bruce Spring¬ 
steen . 

The latest disc, 21st Cen¬ 
tury Breakdown, is another 
epic effort, this time with 
18 songs split into three 
acts. The threesome is still 
full of thought-provoking 
messages and the disc, 
which is steeped in rich, lay¬ 
ered punk sounds, is even 
more direct and angry than 
American Idiot. 

While the group has 
clearly reinvented itself, the 
band members are not do¬ 
ing anything they haven’t 
done before. Dookie tapped 
into what teenagers in the 
’90s were feeling, while 21st 
Century Breakdown tackles 
what those same people, 
now in their 20s and 30s, 
feel now. Who knows what 
the future has in store for 
Green Day, but one thing’s 
for sure, don’t be shocked if 
they’re still topping charts 
in another 10 years.

While sitting atop the Cas- 
tel Saint Angelo in Rome 
waiting to interview 
Angels & Demons star 
Ewan McGregor, I had a 
panoramic view of the city 
and the beautiful chaos 
that makes life in the Eter¬ 
nal City tick.

There’s a palace in Caserta 
that I thought it sounded 
really romantic, so I 
arranged for my wife to 
come over and spend a 
weekend with me, but it’s 
a dump, a horrible place. 
I’m sorry but it’s just a sub¬ 
urb of Naples that’s ex¬ 
ploded around this old 
palace. It’s really nasty. Not 
a good place. 

“Apart from that I did 
most of my stuff in L.A. be¬ 
cause my character is 
mainly inside the Vatican 
and of course, the Vatican 
didn’t want us to shoot in¬ 
side their buildings so they 
built the Sistine Chapel on 
the Sony soundstages in 
L.A. They also built the ex¬ 
terior of St. Peter’s Square, 
this huge, huge set, in the 
parking lot of Hollywood 


Park Racetrack in south 
L.A. That was cool. I saw it 
from an airplane. I was 
landing at LAX and I 
looked down and thought,

Despite a successful film 
career and a hit television 
show taking off, British 
actor Tim Roth fears 
unemployment more 
than ever. 

The veteran actor spoke 
to Metro about joining the 
TV world with his new 
show Lie to Me and admit¬ 
ted even with an entire 
first season almost 
wrapped up, it’s hard to 
break away from actors’ 
paranoia. 

“That fear of unemploy¬ 
ment, I think it’s part of the 
makeup of British actors so 
it hasn’t gone away at all for 
me. I’m always thinking 
about it,” Roth said. 

Roth, who turns 48 this 
month, has made a career 
out of playing wounded, 
dark characters on both 
sides of the moral line, 
whether in his Academy 
Award nominated per¬ 
formance as the cruel vil¬ 
lain in the historical drama 
Rob Roy or embodying 


both revulsion and sympa¬ 
thy as the memorable Mr. 
Orange in the gangster 
flick Reservoir Dogs. 

Now Roth has taken on 
the leading role in a brand 
new crime drama based on 
the true-life research of cel¬ 
ebrated psychologist Paul 
Elcman, an expert in hu¬ 
man body language noted 
for his prowess at detecting 
when a person is lying. 
Roth plays the fictional Dr. 
Cal Lightman as an expert 
who uses his uncanny 
skills at detecting lying to 
assist police in solving cas¬ 
es. 

In real life, Roth says 
he’s no expert on lying but 
admits lies, especially the 
little ones we all tell to 
avoid confrontation or 
hurting someone’s feel¬ 
ings, are sometimes a nec¬ 
essary part of life. 

“The thing about lying is 
that you do it for all kinds 
of reasons — the idea of 
telling the truth all the 
time is quite exhausting. If 
people are deceiving you, 
it’s often with the best of 
intentions,” he said.

When it comes to doing 
television, Roth relishes 
both the chance to tell a 
new story every week and 
the hectic speed at which 
TV productions move.

faster pace, which I enjoy,” 
Roth said. 

Whereas movie produc¬ 
tions can offer plenty of 
time to polish a scene, 
Roth says television’s 
breakneck pace forces the 
actor to trust his or her in¬ 
stincts more. 

“You don’t have much 
time to rehearse! I have a 
huge amount of respect for 
television actors now,” Roth 
said. 

Lie to Me has already at¬ 
tracted comparisons to 
Fox’s other cynical-genius- 
does-good drama, House, 
and viewership has been 
steady since the show pre¬ 
miered in January, suggest¬ 
ing Roth’s perpetual job- 
fears might be misplaced 
once and for all.

Nutty Spinach 
and Mushroom 
Frittata 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 pack (250 g) young 
spinach leaves 

Small bunch of fresh pars¬ 
ley 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1 small onion 

3/4 lb (335 g) small button 

mushrooms 

3/4 cup (175 ml) roasted 

cashew nuts 

5 medium eggs 

Salt and black pepper 

3 oz (85 g) Parmesan 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
Rinse and dry spinach and 
parsley; chop enough pars¬ 
ley for 2 tbsp (25 ml); set 
aside. 

2. Heat oil in large frying 
pan. Halve, peel and finely 
chop onion. Fry over mod¬ 
erate heat, stirring, until 
soft, 3-4 minutes. 

3. Clean and quarter 
mushrooms; add to 
chopped onion and fry, 
stirring frequently, 3-4 


minutes. 

4. Add spinach and cook 
over fairly high heat, stir¬ 
ring frequently, until 
leaves have wilted and ex¬ 
cess liquid has evaporated, 
3 to 4 minutes. Stir in 
cashews and reduce heat 
to low. 

5. Break eggs into bowl. 
Add 2 tbsp (25 ml) cold wa¬ 
ter and chopped parsley. 
Add seasoning and beat to¬ 
gether. 

6. Pour egg mixture into 
spinach. Cook 5 minutes 
until egg is just set and 
golden underneath, lifting 
edges to let uncooked egg 
run underneath. 

7. Grate cheese, sprinkle 
over top and broil 2-3 
minutes, until fritatta is 
golden.
